Regarding the argument to the 1 12 second paragraph rejection, the applicant argues that there is no 1 12 rejection for prohibition against 
repetitiveness. The examiner would like to point out that the rejection is in reference to the claims being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which the applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding the argument to the 1 12 first paragraph rejection, the applicant argues that figure 3 of their application implies the claimed 
limitation. The examiner respectfully disagrees, as the figure does not imply that the porthole engine has not yet obtained any copy of the 
request content. It seems that the limitation, "wherein, when said porthole engine responds to said initial request, said porthole engine 
has not yet obtained any copy of said requested content from said origin server," is a negative limitation solely added for the purpose of 
attempting to overcome the art. 

Regarding the argument to claims 1 , 25, and 49, the applicant argues that the reference, Schloss, does not disclose a porthole engine 
having not yet obtained any copy of said requested content from said origin server. The examiner respectfully disagrees, as seen in, col. 
4, lines 58-62, there is a proxy server generating data before ever requesting and/or receiving data from an origin server. In their 
argument, the applicant relies on other portions of the art, that are not cited in the rejection, which are different methods and uses for the 
proxy server that are not the same as what was used in the rejection. In addition, while the applicant argues that Schloss does not imply 
that the proxy server receives any copy of the document from the web server prior to sending the server interpreted part to the client, they 
try to state that their application does imply a porthole engine that has not yet obtained any copy of requested content when it responds to 
an initial request. There are much less implications in their application then there are in Schloss. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the knowledge is generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).. 
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
